No. 30-T(l)/49 — r In paragraph 2 of this Ministry’s 
Resolution No. 30-T(l)/48, dated 6th August 1948, the 
Government of India authorised the Tariff Board to 
maintain a continuous watch over the progress of protected 
industries by conducting inquiries, as and when necessary, 
on the effect of tfie protective duties or other means of 
assistance granted, and advise Government regarding the 
necessity or otherwise of modifying the protection or 
assistance granted. 

2. Protection granted to an industry by means of pro- 
tective duties on imports can be varied by means of 
executive action under section 4(1) of the Indian Tariff 
Act, 1934. In order to enable the Tariff Board, to conduct 
inquiries when necessary under section 4(1) of the Tariff 
Act as expeditiously as possible, Government vish to 
announce that protected industries should approach the 
Tariff Board directly whenever it is found .that the 
quantum of protection originally granted is inadequate. 
The Board will, after necessary inquiries, forward its 
recommendations to Gove’ nine] it.

ORDER 

New Delhi, the 21«< February 1949 

No. LR-3(09) .-—Whereas an industrial dispute 
between Messrs. Taloher Coalfields Limited, Taloher and 
their workmen regarding the implementation by the 
Company of the recommendations relating to increase in 
wages, dearness allowance and other concessions specihed in 
the resolution of the Government of India, Ministry of 
Labour, No, LR-2(128), dated the 30th January 1948, has 
been referred for adjudication to the Industrial Tribunal at 
Dbanbad in the Order of that Ministry No. LR-8(69), 
dated the 18th October 1948; 

And whereas a further dispute has arisen between the 
said two parties in respect of the matters specified in the 
schedule hereto annexed; 

And whereas the Central Government considers ~7t 
desirable to refer the dispute for adjudication; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the power conferred by 
clause (o) of sub-section (1) of seotion 10 of the Industrial 
Disputes Aot, 1947 (XIV of 1947), as applied to the 
Taloher State, the Central Government is pleased to refer 
the said dispute for adjudication to tihe said Industrial 
Tribunal at Dhanbad constituted under seotion 7 of the 
said Act. 

Schkduu* 

1. The Union to be recognised. 

2. Eaoh leader should be provided with at least 2 empty 
tubs in a shift, for loading purposes.

8. All employees to be granted free railway passes or 
fares. 

4. Dhowrahs of better pattern with kitchen, latrines, 
urinals and adequate water supply to be provided. 
Arrangements to be made for sufficient street lights. Rest 
shed to be built for sweepers and all other shift workers. 

5. Better medical facilities vie. better medicines, better 
diet, better indoor arrangements and operation arrange- 
ments to be made. 
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6. Double attendance to be granted to workers for 
working on general rest days (Saturdays), and other 
holidays. Payment of all overtime in addition to payment 
for rest days at twice the normal daily rate. 

7. (a) Roof dressers should get 0-2-0 increment over 
their previous wages in accordance with the promise made 
by the Manager, Talcher Coalfield Ltd., on 18th June 

1948. 

■ (b) Roof dressers should not be compelled to set timbers 
to the roof and timbermen should be employed for the 
purpose. 

8. Similar grainshop facilities as in other two collieries 
of Talcher to be provided to all workers. Soap and foot- 
wear to be supplied free of cost to underground workers. 

9. All workmen retrenched after 10th October 1947 
should be reinstated unconditionally and no employee 
should be retrenched or punished without the matter being 
previously referred to the Union 1 . 


10. Contract system in all forms whatever to be 
abolished.

11. Services of all employees should be considered u* 
permanent after 6 months’ continuous service. 

12. The workers to be paid their full wages for the 
lock-out on 22nd August 1948. 

18. Those workers who have been retrenched after the 
strike of 17th August 1948 to be reinstated and then- 
wages to be paid for the days of their idleness. 

14. The amount by whioh the pay of the Overmen has* 
been reduced to be repaid to them and their pay to be 
fixed at the rate in force before the reduction. 

15. Removal from service of Sri 8. N. Bir, Sri R. C 
Debta and Sri Surendra Sahu.
